2, The Senate shall preserve order and decorum, and shall decide 
questions of order, subject io an appeal to the Senate by any two mem- 
ters. He may rise to put a question, but may siate it sitting. 

5. Every member speaking in debate, shall first rise from his seat 
uncovered, respectfully address himself to the President, coufine him- 
self io the question, avoiding personalities, and shall not call any 
member by his name, but refer io him by the county of his residence, 
or the gentleman that spoke last, Gc. + 

4. When two or more members shall rise at the same time, the Pre- 
zident shall name the member who is fust to speak, but inall cass, 
the member first rising shall speak first. 

5. No member shall speak more than twice io the same question, 
without leave of the Senate, nor more than once anih every member 
choosing to speak shall have spoken, unless permitiod io explain. 

& No motion shall be debated or put, unless the same be second- 
eds it shall be sisted by the President before debaied; and every 
sach motion shol! bo redacod to writing, if the President o7 anv meme

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ber request it. 


Y. After a question is stated by the President, it shall be deemed in 
possession of the Senate; but may be withdrawn at any time, before 
decision or amendment. 

_ 8. When a question is under debate, no motion shall be received, 

unless to adjourn, to lie on the table, for the previous question, to post- 
one indefinitely, to postpone toa day certain, to commit or amend : 
which several motions shall bave precedence in the order in which 
they stand arranged. 

9, Every question shall be determined by a majority cf voices, and 
alter the determination the same shall not be resumed, bai with the 
consent of two-thirds of the members prescnt, at some subsequent 
day of the session. p 

10. No motion shall be deterpined on the day that it is introduced, 
A one third of ihe members request that it be deferred io the zest 

ay. 

i . A motion to adjourn shall always be in order,and shall bedetided 
without debate. 

12. The preyious question until it is decided shall preclude amand- 
ments and debates on the main question, and shall bein this form, 
shall the main question be now put? And no member shall speak 
more than once on the previous question. 

13. A motion for commitment, until it is decided, shall preclude all 
all amendments of the main question. 

14. Petitions, memorials, and other papers addressed to ihe Legis- 
Zature, shall be presented to ihe President by a member in his place 
and read by the Secretary. 

15. Every Senator who shall be present when a question is pu, 
shall vote for or against the same; unless the Senate for special rea- 
sons excuse him : but no Senator shall vote in any question, unless he ` 
be within the bar of the house, when ihe same is put. 

16. When ihe President is putting a question, no member shail 
walk out or across the house, nor when a member is speaking enter- 
tain private discourse, or pass between him and the chair. 

17, A Senator when called to order, shall immediately take his seat, 
and the Senate if appealed to, shall decide ihe ease, but without de- 
bate; if there be no appeal, the decision of the chair shall be corciu- 
sive. 

18. Every bill shall be introduced by motion for leare, one day pre- 
vious notice being given, unless of a local nature, or by an order of 
the Senate, or on ihe report of a committee. i

The act does not point out what course the commission- 
ers shall pursue after having rented the same; an abstract of the re- 
ports received are herewith submitted marked A. 

The future disposition of these lands is a subject of the highest im- 
portance to our Siate, and one which I conceive imperiously demands 
your eativ atiention. 

ia coníormity with the provisions of an act, providing for the preser- 
vation ofthe public arms, 2 contract has been made for the erection 
of a building to be oi brick, and twenty feet square, for the sum of six 
hundred dollars, and a place designated for its erection : the building 

is not yet completed, but it is in progress ; thearms have been recciy- 
ed and delivered to the quarter master zeneral. 

Canformably wiih an act to provide for the sale of lots in the town of

His report thereon has been received, which, together withthe con- 
tract made with him is herewith submitted marked B. he is now en- 
gaged in the examination of the Tennessee river, from the head of the 
Sfuscie shoals, to where the. state line crosses the same, and I expect 
to- he enabled before your adjournment, to lay before you his report 
thereon--should it be the intention of the general Assembly to cause at 
this time an examination of the other rivers, and routs for roads con- 
templated in the act to be made, I suggest the expediency of consti- 
tating and appointing a board or committee of public works. 

Owing to unavoidable delays the resolution of the last session of 
the General Assembly, vesting the Governor with authority to settle 
the accounts between this siate and the state of Mississippi, the ac- 
counts have not been adjusted, but the subject is now under consider- 
ation. 

By virtue of a resolution of the last General Assembly authorising 
the Governor to effect a loan for the purposes of the State, the late 

— Ggvermor borrowed of the Pianiers and Merchants Bank of Huntsville, 
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ten thousand dollars which will become due on the 24th and 27th days 
of December next: I have lately received'a letter from the President 
ofthe Bank, a copy of which is herewith submitted marked C. which. 
will enable you to make such arrangements with the Bank as will 
best comport with the public interest. 

A particular statement of the receipts into the treasury and of tie 
publie expenditures for the last political year will be laid before you 
by the proper officer, and I regret to state, that ihe receipts fall far 
short of the necessary expenditures of the government. 

Returns of the census, which was directed bya law of the last ses- 
sion of the Legislature to be taken, have been received from twenty- 
four counties, an abstract of which is herewith submitted marked D. 
the aggregate amount of population in these counties is one hundred 
and twenty-nine thousand, two hundred and twenty-seven, so soon 
as the returns are completed they will be laid before you. 

By the second section of the second article of the Constitution of 
the United States, it is provided, that each state shall appoint in such 
manner as the Legislature thereof may direct, a number of electors 
equal to the whole number of Senators and representatives to which 
the state may be entitled in the Congress, to vote for pexzaous to Bll the 
offices of President and Vice President of the United Siates, and by. 
an act of Congress itis provided, that the electors shali be appointed ` 
within thirty-four days preceding the first Wednesday in December. 
in every fourth year succeeding the last election : No act having been 
passed by the General Assembly of ibis State on this subject, and the 
fourth day of March next being the time at which by the Constitution 
theterm of service of the present President and Vice President will 
expire, it becomes necessary, that an act should be passed designating

To the Honourable the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
United States, in Congress convened, The Memorial of the Legislature 
of the State of Alabama respectfully represents, That there are a num- 
ber of islands unoccupied and not disposed of in the rivers Tennes- 
see, Coosa, Tombeckbee, Alabama, and Mobile, in the State of 
Alabama; and which might. if in the power of the said state, be ap- 
plied to the most beneficial purposes. They, therefore, represent 


‘to your Honourable body, that the Alabama State includes a country 


of fertile soil, interspersed with water courses, which, with the ap- 
plication of proper means, might be rendered navigable. In ac- 
complishing which object not only this state will be much benefitted, 


_ but also her adjoining sister states, and add to the interest of the ge- 


neral government, of which Alabama promises to be a flourishing 
and useful branch. Our state, in her infantile situation, have not 
yet the means to carry into effect the above mentioned and most de- 
sirable object as speedily as the good of the state and the interest 
of the Union require. 

From considerations above enumerated we the representatives of 
the people of the State of Alabama having in view not only the good 
of our state, but also that of the United States, respectfully request, 
that your honourable body, if to you it may seem just and right, to 


‘enact some law appropriating the islands in the rivers above men- 


tioned to the purpose of facilitating the navigation of the water 
courses of the state; which was read the first time, and ordered to 
he read a second time on to-morrow. 

Mr. Hanby, from the Select Committee appointed to inquire inte 
the expediency of ‘providing for the digest of the laws of the state, 
and to inquire of the Judges of the State what progreas they have 
made in rélation to that subject, heg leave to report that they have 
performed that service, and received for answer the following:

Gentlemen, the undersigned regret, that owing to the many arduous du- 
ties required of them, of a nature more pressing and indispensable than 
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those alluded to in the resolution of the Senate, they have not been able to 
make any progress in the performance of the duty assigned them by tee 
Jaw of the last General Assembly. They presume that it will only be ne- 
cessary to direct your attention to the many duties, of a nature strictly ju- 
ditial, incumbent on them by the existing Jaws, to show satisfactorily the 
impossibility of complying with the provisions of the law aforesaid. 

It isthe duty of each Judge in the State to hold the courts of a circuit, 
composing six counties twice in the year, which occupies, at each time 
from six to eight weeks. It is, also, the duty of the Attorney General to 
attend the courts of one of the Judicial circuits, and prosecute in behalf of 
the State. By adverting to the periods of coramencement in the- several. 
circuits, it will be found, that there is no time at which the Judges and át- 
torney General could meet together between the commencement of the 
circuits in January and the meeting of the Supreme Court in May, which 
occupies from two to three weeks, and closes near the first of June. Im- 
mediately succeeeding the arduous duties of holding the Circyit Courts, 
and the still more arduous duties ofthe Supreme Court, there is a period 
ofabout six weeks before it-becomes necessary to commence holding the 
courts ofthe two circuits, one of which must be attended by the Attorney 
General; and there is again, no opportunity ofa meeting of the Judges and 
Attorney General until the close ofthe Supreme Court in the fall, which it 
is apparent cannot take place much before the first of December, then 
ensues about six weeks, during which time, it would be impossible for them 
to remain together, but by a total neglect of private affairs, and absence 
from their families. 

To say nothing of the impolicy and danger to society of occupying in n- 
other way, any portion ofthe time and attention of those on whom devolves 
the performance of so many and such highly responsible duties, the im- 
practicability of accomplishing, in such short respites from their more im- 
mediate duties, awork of so much difficulty and labour, in a manner calen- 
lated to be useful and beneficial to the State, cannot fail to be discovered. 
Our experience already proves the inutility ofa digest hastily and imper- 
fectly thrown together: and itis not to be presumed that any other than 
dier executed work would be acceptable to the Legislature or to the 

copie. ý 
: With a due regard to their own characters and to the welfare and inter- 
est of the public, the undersigned feel their inadequacy to a proper com- 
pliance with the provisions of the law of the last General Assembly, whilst 
they perform their own duties.

The several counties ihereig enumer- 
ated shall be entitled to representation as therein expressed, ** and 
each county shall be entitled to one senator who shall serve 
„or one term." In correct grammatical construction, the word 
“anti,” controls the whole section, and limits the duration of the 
existence of the provisional legislature, until this time, unless the word 
* term? used in that section, can controul all the permanent provi- 
sions contained in the 9th and 10th sections.above referred io. To 
ascertain what is meant hy the word “term” we are compelled io 
resort to the 12th and 13th sections ofthe 3€ article, The 12th sec- 
tion provides that “ senators shall be chosen by ihe qualified electors 
for the term of three years," but there is no provision in any part of the 
Constitution, which gives the scnators thus choson the right to serve 
three years. On the contrary in the 13th section it appears that 
“senators chosen according to the appoftionment under the census 
taken in 1820, when convened shall be divided by lot into three 
classes as nearly equal as may be. The seats of ihe senators of the 
first class shall be vacated at the expiration of the first year 5 those of 
ihe second class at the expiration of the second year; and those ef 
the third class at the expiration of the third year? Ifwe havea. right 
at this time to refuse to make ihe apporlionment, because the law in 
' itsoperation may make the present senatorial term two years. The 
senators chosen under the 13th section of the 3d article, may for the 
same reason refuse to submit to a classification, the term of service in 
; hothcases being derived from the same provision of the Constitution. 
! These reasons have convinced my mind that a senatorial term of ser- 
- vice is not three years, but ong, two or three years, according to other 
& provisions of the Constitution, which in their necessary operation limit 
ihe period.of service. As I firmly believe that the legilative power of 
ihigState wil’ cease with the session unless an apportionment is made 
in conformity with the mandate of the constitution, I have deemed my 
duty to spread on the journals the reasons upon which my vote on this 
subject is based.
